Paul-Boncour’s Remarks 
Held Aimed Against 
ltalo-Albania Pact. 


AMERICA IS ASSAILED 
FOR“POISON-GAS USE 


Acceptance of Security Com- 
mittee Invitation Thought 
Unlikely Here. 


Geneva, Dec. 1 (A.P.).—Before an 
audience of two mighty nonmember 
nations—the United States and Russia 
—the League of Nations today began 
efforts to arrange internatéonal affairs 
£0 that the war god will be driven out 
of business for lack of customers. 

The special security committee of 
the preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion held its first session today. It 
Was promptly warned by Joseph Paul- 
Boncour, chairman of the French par- 


liamentary commission on national de- 
fense and president of the foreign re- 
lations committee of the chamber of 
deputies,’ that regional agreements are 
becoming a menace to world peace be- 
cause they tend to introduce the pre- 
war system of alliances. 

The committee saw in this an allu- 
sion to the recently concluded Italo- 
Albanian pact of defensive alliance 
which the French concede to be in op- 
position to the Franco-Jugoslavian 
treaty of amity and arbitration, rati- 
fied shortly before. 

M. Paul-Boncour asserted that all 
regional pacts must be coordinated and 
brought within the scope of the League 
of Nations and that efforts must cen- 
tralize in building up a general agree- 
ment for security which would prevent 
misunderstandings. 


Russia Takes a Hand. 


Russia, represented by an observer 
and not participating in the security 
committee meetings, nevertheless con- 
tributed an admonition that the fren- 
gied piling up of armaments amply jus- 
tifies the fear of another gigantic war 
The admonition was contained in a 
supplementary communication which 
Maxim Litvinoff, head of the Soviet 
delegation, deposited with the prepara- 
tory disarmament commission. 

Litvinoff did not spare Americans in 
his general condemnation of what he 
termed a danverous state of affairs, 
especially mentioning the advocacy by 
some Americans of the use of poison 
gas. Litvinoff seemingly thought a 
great deal about the Unitea States 
when he penned hi. communication, 


for he warned that the well-known ex- 
pert, Brig. Gen. Fries, was convinced 
that an aero-chemical bomb weighing 
1,000 pounds and charged with Lewisite 
could render ter districts of Nm 
York uninhabitable, whlie hundreds of 
tons of Lewisite dropped from 50 air- 
planes woulc make all of New York 
uninhabitable for at least one week. 


Sees World Alarmed. 


Emphasizing the peril to humanity 
in man’s experiments to make poison 
gases more deadly, Litvinoff declared 
that empty promises and chimerical 
hopes have caused the people of the 
world to bécome alarmed, and that the 
Only means of preventing a new cata- 
clysm is to destroy all arms, close all 
war-materia’ factories, disband all gen- 
eral staffs and scrap all warships. 

Edouard Benes, of Czechoslovakia, was 
unanimously elected president of the 
security committee after nomination by 
Lord Cushendun, of Great Britain. The 
Englishman also appealed to the com- 
mittee to get down to clear cut pro- 
posals as soon as possible. His appeal 
made a deep impression on the dele- 
gates. 

Litvinoff, who is closely following the 
negotiations, told the Associated Press 
that the speech of the British repre- 
sentative was very timely. “There 1s 
very much in it to which I can heartily 
subscribe,” he said. 

Although the American delegates were 
mot present at the meeting of the se- 
curity committee today, the American 
Position is that the United States will 
Sladly give due consideration to its 


mendations 


A Chinese delegate remarked tonight 
that it was a hopeful sign that both 
Russia and the United States are at 
least showing an active interest in the 
security negotiations. 

The impression here tonight was that 
the United Siates would not send any 
official observer as it has been wpged 
although it is recognized that the pres- }, 
ence of a Russian observer at the com- 

ttee meetings may affect Washing- 
ton’s attitude.”

|EDUCATOR IS DEAD 


TABLE, GE GOVEENOH

Fought Oil Interests and Led 
Roosevelt Fight, Later 
Becoming Educator. 


HERBERT S 


WASHINGTON U. OFFICER 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 1 (A.P.).—Former 
Gov. Herbert S. Hadley, chancellor of 
Washington University and well known 
in national educational circles, died at 
his home here tonight after a pro- 
longed illness. He had recently re- 
turned from the hospital after a break- 
down in the latter part of August and 
was thought to be recovering. 

When Rebstock Hall, the new build- 
ing for the department of biology at 
Washington University, was dedicated, 
Chancellor Hadley had been announced 
as the principal Speaker, but he suf- 
fered a relapse a day previous and 
could not he present. 

Hadley fought illness even while he 
was Governor of Missouri, and after his 
first term moved to Colorado in the 
hope of recovering. He had fully re- 
gained his strength when appointed 
chancellor of the university. 

Known as one of the “progressive” 
Republicans, he acted as floor leader to 
have the late Theodore Roosevelt nom- 
inated at the Republican national con- 
vention at which William Howard Taft 
was nominated. 

He gained fame in Missouri when he 
ousted. the big oil interests from the 
State when serving as attorney general 
He served in that office from 1905 to 
1909 and then occupied the governor’s 
chair for four years. Shortly before 
accepting the chancellorship at Wash- 
ington University he was offered the

DAWES, FOR LOWDEN,

Regulars Are Expected to Give 
Senate Committee Posts 
to Progressives.

The confused state of Republican poli- 
tics was emphasized yesterday as na- 
tional committeemen, arriving for their 
meeting Tuesday, deliberated uptown on 
the question of what President Cool- 
idge plans to do, while senators at the 
Capitol talked of things the pragres- 
sives may or may not do in the or- 
ganization of the Senate. Although 
the matter bringing the committeemen 
here is the selection of a convention 
city, they are far more concerned in 
whether the President intends to stand 
on his Black Hills “choose” statement. 

Chairman W. M. Butler is working 
assiduously to remove the impression 
that the President would amplify his 
statement when he addresses the com- 
mitteemen. He had dinner with the 
President Tuesday night. He ts telling 
the committeemen he does not think 
the address will touch on the “choose” 
statement, but that it will be strictly 
confined to a dissertation of party prin- 
ciples. He is not telling them on what 
grounds he bases his opinion. As a 
result, some of the committeemen are 
assuming that Butler is in a position 
to know whereof he speaks, while others 
are clinging to the hope that the Presi- 
dent will elaborate his statement. 

Meantime, the committeemen are dis- 
cussing candidates freely, but always 
with the qualification “if the President 
is not a candidate.” . And in the ab- 
ence of a definite statement by the 
President, it is freely predicted that 
the majority of them will leave "Washe 
ington still hopeful of his nomination. 


Dawes Calls at White House. 


Vice President Dawes, after calling at 
the White House yesterday to pay his 
respects to the President, reiterated to 
newspaper men that he is not a candi- 
date ind saying that he is supporting 
Lowden. He assumed, he said, that the 
President in no wise is a candidate 
His statement did not change his tra- 
tegic position in the eyes of politica! 
observers He has always insisted that 
he is not and will not be a candidate so

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FLOOD WATERS AlSING 
IN WESTERN NEW YORK 


Repetition of New England 
Disaster Feared; Pennsyl- 
vania Affected. 


WARREN STREETS RIVERS 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 1 (A,P.).—The 
western half of New York State tonight 
watched with app'enension the grad- 
ual encroachment o* flooag waters from 
scores of streams and lakes upon the 
settled communities and farm iands 
lining their banks. 

With one death indirectly attributed 
to the flood, many families temporarily 
homeless and faciny hardships, with 


‘the prospect of colder weather, trans- 


portation facilities badly crippled, and 
the limit of the rise not yet reached 
in some places, widely separated com- 
munities were bending-.every effort to 
avert a disastrous flood such as a 
month ago occurred in the neighboring 
States of Vermont Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire. 

The cause in both instances was the 
same—excessive rainfalls over a period 
of several days From Syracuse on the 
east to Jamest-wr on the west—a dis- 
tance of approximately 175 miles— 
came reports. oi flood conditions of 
varying severity,, although the great- 
est damage appeared to have been done 
in four or five counties of south-cen- 
tral and southwestern New York. 

Hundreds of miles of highways were 
impassable. Traffic on the main line 
of the Erie Railroad resumed tempo- 
rarily, after the repair of washouts 
near Hornell, again was halted tonight 
when a bridge at that city appeared 
in danger of being swept away by the 
swollen Canisteo River. 

A Pennsylvania train was stalled be- 
tween two washouts near Fillmore, a 
small village north of Olean, last night. 
but none of the passengers suffered any 
hardship.

Mays Landing, N. J., Dec. 1 (A.P.).— 
The. Lilliendahl murder trial moved 
toward a speedy conclusion today at a 
tumultuous scene just before adjourn- 
ment, when the State unexpectedly 
rested its case, a defense attorney asked 
and was denied a directed verdict of 
not guilty and Mrs. Margaret Lillien- 
dahl broke down and sobbed in court. 

The State’s side of the case against 
the widov and Willis Beach, charged 
with the murder of the woman’s aged 
husband, opened Monday and had been 
generally expected to continue into 
next week Only 65 of the 100 wit- 
nesses the State had said it would call 
had occupied the stand when Prosecu- 
tor Hinkle suddenly turned to the 
judge and said: “The Staté rests.” 

The courtroom was thrown into a 
buzz of excitement as uncalled wit- 
nesses expressed their relief or disap- 
pointment and reporters elbowed their 
way out to their telegraph wires. Rob- 
ert H. McCarter, counsel for Mrs. Lil- 
liendahl, recalled one State ness for 
two questions of cross-examigation and 


then made his plea for a directed ver- 
dict. 


Woman Sobs Heavily. 


As he delivered an impassioned argu- 
ment to sustain his motion Mrs. Lil- 
liendahl began to cry quietly and then 
her shoulders shook with convulsive 
sobs. Her 8-year-old son, Alfred, ran 
to her side and she embraced him fer- 
vently. He also wept. 

Soon after Justice Campbell denied 
the motion for a directed verdict 
mother and son gained control’6r them= 
selves. The boy ran back to the sear 
where he has been amusing himself 
during the trial by drawing pictures 
and selected a-crayon drawing of a 
red barn and green trees. This he 


carefully and placed it in her hand- 
bag, 

Court then was adjourned for the day 
and the defendants were taken back to 
their cells for the night. Beach, who 
was not affected by the motion, showed 
no sign of emotion or even interest 
while counsel for his codefendant was 
pleading with. the court. 

When court opens tomorrow McCar- 
ter will make his opening address to 
the jury and begin to parade his wit- 
nesses on the stand. He and counse! 
for Beach together expect to produce 
only 40 witnesses, so that court attend- 
ants predicted the trial with the help 
of a Saturday session, probably would 
reach the jury stage by Monday night 
or Tuesday. 

Says Beach Confessed. 


The State witness who was recalled 
for cross-examination by McCarter was 
Samuel Bark, a Texas “trick roper” otf 
the traveling circuses and wild west 
shows.

Ottawa Government Explains 
Why Explorer of Arctic 
Must Have License. 


REQUIREMENTS ARE RIGID 


Ottawa, Dec. 1 (A.P.).—Commander 
Donald MacMillan, the United States 
Arctic explorer, who is at present win- 
tering at Nain, about half-way up the 
Labrador Coast, had to obtain a per- 
mit from the Canadian government to 
conduct scientific.and exploration work 
in the northern latitudes. This was 
made known today by government of- 
ficials when asked to comment on a re- 
port that the American scientist had 
created some precedent this summer in 
applying for such a permit. 

Permission to MacMillan was granted 
on application for the first time in 
1926. The conditions under whicu the 
explorer is permitted to pursue his ac- 
tiv'ties are laid down in the ordinance 
which makes it clear that the objects 
of such entry are exc:‘usively for scien- 
tific or exploratory purposes and not 
commercial or political in any way. He 
is required stric.ly to observe provisions 
of the Northwest game act, to furnish 
she Northwest Territories and Yukon 
branch ot the department of the inter- 
ior with a statement showing the num- 
bei of persons to accompnay him, and 
the nationality of each. and furnish 
the departmen: with any scientific in- 
formation which he obtains, a report 
setting forth the localities visited, time 
spent at different places aad a list of 
the specimens taken under various per- 
mits or license:.

MEETS OPPOSITION 


Fifteen Groups Could Be Dis- 
pensed With, Say Tilson 
and Madden. 


PROPONENTS CONTEND 
MONEY WOULD BE SAVED 


Many Members Argue Solu- 
tion to Space Problem Is 
Erection of New Building. 


The “economy in government” move- 
ment started by President Coolidge now 


has reached the Capitol itself, but there 
were indications yesterday that a strong 
attempt will be made to check its prog- 
ress at that end of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. 

In the interest of economy, efficiency 
and floor space, it now is proposed to 
abolish fifteen standing committees of 
the House of Representatives. It is 
contended that these committees rarely 
function, and that their work could 
be done by a single committee. 

The two men who ar: leading the 
fight to abolish the committees are 
Representative Tilson, the Republican 
majority leader in the House, and Rep- 
resentative Madden, Republican, chair- 
man of the House appropriations com- 
mittee. 


Fifteen Chairmen Oppose. 


Those opposed to the abolition of 
the committees are the chairmen of the 
fifteen committees and, incidentally. 
the fifteen men who draw pay and 
serve as clerks of these committees. 

Were the committees abolished, the 
aforementioned fifteen members of 
Congress not only would each lose the 
chairmanship of a committee, but 
would lose a clerk and a committee 
room. And from aé_ representative’s 
standpoint this is no small loss. 

It is estimated that the saving that 
would be effected if the committees 
were abolished would be about $25,000. 
which would equal the increase itn sal- 
ary of ten congressmen under the law 
passed by Congress two years ago. 


Restaurant Is Abolished. 


The abandonment of the committees 
would provide new floor space, and this 
is something that is badly needed at 
the Capitol right now. ‘For example, 
the restaurant in the House Office 
Building was abolished during the sum- 
mer, the agriculture committee now oc- 
cupying the space. But the way to 
solve the space problem, mnay members 
contend, is to build an addition to the 
House Office Building, and they are 
afraid that the proposed scrapping of 
committees will interfere with. the 
project for building the addition. 

The House committee on committees 
considered the question of abolishing 
the committees at a meeting yesterday 
morning, but no action was taken. The 
committee will take up the question 
again tomorrow morning. 

Among the committees that it has 
been suggested be abolished are the 
following. 

Woman suffrage, one or two of the 
three committees on elections, alcoholic 
liquor traffic, industrial arts and ex- 
positions, railways and canals, expendi- 
tures in the Department of Agriculture, 
expenditures in the Department of 
Commerce, expenditures in the Interior 
Department, expenditures in the De- 
partment of Justice, expenditures in 
the Department of Labor, expenditures 
in the Navy Department, expenditures 
in the State Department, expenditures 
in the War Department, expenditures in 
the Postoffice Department and expendi- 
tures in public buildings. 

A member of one of these commit- 
ttees arose in the House at the last 
session and declared that there had not 
been a meeting of the committee in 
five years. 

Representative Madden is especially .n 
favor of abolishing the fifteen commit- 
tees that are supposed to investigate 
the .expenditures in various Govern- 
ment departments. He would have 
this work done by a special committee 
on auditing.

SCOUT FLEET TO SAIL 
ON JAN. 7 FOR CUBA 


Fifty Craft Soon to Assemble 
In Hampton Roads and 


Yorktown. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 1 (A.P.).—Approxi- 

mately 50 vessels of the United States 
scouting fleet will assemble in Hampton 
Roads or at Yorktown in the next few 
weeks and will sail for winter maneu- 
vers at Guantanamo, Cuba, January 7, 
officials at the naval base announced 
today. 
Plans for the fleet’s activities for the 
first three months of 1928 have been re- 
ceived here from the chief of opera- 
tions at Washington and provide for 
the largest gathering of warships in 
Virginia waters since President Coolidge 
reviewed the United States fleet last 
June. 

In the fleet here will be the battle- 
ships Wyoming, flagship ef Vice Admiral 
A. H. Robertson, fleet commander in 
chief; the Arkansas, flagship of Rear 
Admiral George W. Laws, commanding 
battleship division 2; the Florida and 
the Utah. It is likely that the Texas, 
flagship of Admiral H. A. Wiley, com- 
mander in chief of the United States 
fleet, also will be here. 

The battleships, cruisers, aircraft 
tenders and supply ships will assemble 
in Hampton Roads, while the destroyers 
will assemble at Yorktown. 

The fleet will remain in Cuban waters 
until March 31, when all except the 
aircraft squadrons will proceed to the 
Pacific via the Panana Canal to join 
the battle fleet.

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FOR HARBOR DEFENSE 


Washington and Hunt Posts 
on Potomac to Be Used 
Only for Mobile Army. 


AVAILABLE AS PARK SITES 


* The War Department yesterday an- 
nounced the abandonment of Forts 
Washington, Md., and Hunt, Va., as a 
part of the harbor defense system of 
Washington. The two old forts in the 
lower reaches of the Potomac, originally 
constructed as part of the coast de- 
fense of the National Capital, although 
abandoned as part of the actual coastal 


defense system, will continue to be util- 
ized as posts for units of the mobile 
army of the United States, it was an- 
nounced. 


Fort Washington is one of the oldest, 


harbor defense posts in the country, 
it havnig been cons*ructr!l in 1808. 
Many of the original defense walls are 
still standing. 

The two fort sites are being sought 
as units in the park system of the Na- 
tional Capital, and while officials of 
the Park and Planning Commission at 
the last session of Congress opposed the 
disposition of the forts, they are repre- 
sented as being entirely reconciled to 
the plan announced by the War De- 
partment yesterday, under which the 
forts will be maintained as garrison 
posts for mobile units of the Army. 

While the posts will be abandoned 
as coastal defense units, no part of 
their equipment which could be used 
by mobile units of the Army will be 
removed, it was pointed out. This, it 
was said, will mean that the sites of 
both of the forts will still be available 
for incorporation into the park system 
of the Capital.

Former Convict Tells About 
Outbreaks While He 
Was in Atlanta. 


TALE-BEARERS ADMIT 
REPORTS ABOUT WIFE 


Alleged Friendship Between 
Mrs.-Remus and Dodge 
Carried to Remus. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 1 (A.P.).—The pros- 
ecution in George Remus’ trial today 
set about proving that the outbursts of 
the defendant, which nearly a score of 
witnesses had testified indicated in- 
sanity were nothing more than fits of 
anger common to him long before he 
had heard anything concerning the al- 
leged misconduct of his wife he killed. 


Willie H. Haar, Savannah, Ga., former 
bootlegger who served a sentence in the 
Atlanta Federal Penitentiary -at the 
same time Remus was there for violat- 
ing the prohibition law, was in the wit- 
ness box as a defense witness. 

“Didn’t Remus get very mad when 
the prisoners in the Atlanta Peniten- 
tiary would cry ‘Who ate the cheese?’ 
and answer themselves with ‘Remus the 
rat’” asked Carl E.“ Basler, assistant 
prosecutor on cross-examination. 

The defense objected strenuously, 
Charles H. Elston, cocounsel with Re- 
mus, asserting that the only purpose of 
such an interrogation could be to pre- 
judice the jury. 

“We want simply to show these spells 
simply were mad spells, that they were 
simply fits of anger and not insanity at 
all,” Basler told Judge Chester R. 
Shook. “We want to show that Remus 
had told them long before anything 
came up about Mrs. Remus.” 

Remus, who had sat quietly all day, 
bounced to his feet with an attack upon

Figured in Divorce Case. 


Haar admitted that he had made a 
deposition for use in Mrs. Remus‘ di- 
vorce suit in which he had described 
Remus as cursing much, wanting to 
fight other prisoners, making “all sorts 
of remarks” and alleging that his wife 
had mistreated him. It was sworn to 
in 1926 

The divorce case was pending when 
Remus shot and killed his wife in Eden 
Park here last October 6 as she was 
en route to court. 

John S. Berger, of Los ‘Angeles, Calif.. 
calling himself a boyhood friend of 
Remus, told of the determined efforts 
he made to bring Remus and his wife 
together again and of his final report 
to Remus that his wife was hopelessly 
in love with Franklin L. Dodge, jr. 

“IT said to Mr. ?emus, ‘Your wife 
wants nothing to do with you; she is 
madly in love with Franklin L. Dodge, 
jr,” testified Berger. 

“When I reported to Mr. Remus he 
was the maddest man you ever saw. 
He raved: almost constantly for 24 
hours. He would not eat, sleep or take 
medicine. He acted like an insane 
man.” 

“T told Mr. Remus that on my second 
visit to Mrs. Remug she had said that 
Franklin -Dodge would kill him on 
sight; that she said they had gangsters 
to kill him. 


Tore His Clothes Off. 


“We tore all his clothes off—collar, 
shirt, and pulled his coat and vest 
right in two. He took off his shoes and 
threw them through the window and I 
am satisfied he was insane.” 

“How long did that last?” 
Elston. 

“For hours and hours,” replied Berger. 

Berger was the third talebearer to 
Remus on the witness stand today. 

Just preceding him was Orrien N. 
Webber, Pawpaw, Mich., farmer, now 
resident in Chicago. 

Mrs. Remus carried four pistols and 
wanted to “get”? him; Mrs. Remus gave 
Franklin L. Dodge, jr., a high priced 
motor car; Mrs. Remus had the initials 
on the Remus family plate changed to 
correspond with those of Dodge, and 
Mrs. Remus took Remus’ whisky certifi- 
cates to Dodge at Lansing, .Webber 
testified he tattled to Remus. 

Dodge, former Federal Department of 
Justice agent assigned to prohibition 
work, obtained the conviction of Remus, 
then known as the “king of bootleg- 

ers.” 

. Remus’ defense maintained that Mrs. 
Remus and Dodge then began an asso- 
ciation which ended only when Remus 
met her en route to divorce court here 
last October 6 and killed her. 


Not Allowed to Reply. 


“Did you know anybody in the At- 
lanta penitentiary who would not have 
taken violent exception iff they had 
been called a rat? And was his con- 
duct different from that of any other 
man at being called a rat?” were ques- 
tions Haar waS not allowed to answer 
on direct cross-examination by Elston 
Haar testified he understood Mrs 
Remus had caused the transfer of him- 
self, Remus and several others in the 
Athens, Ga., jail from a “soft berth’’ 
back to the strict Atlanta penitentiary, 
but admitted that Mrs. Remus had 
“scrubbed Remus’ room down on her 
hands and knees,” and brought him 
“sorgeous baskets of fruits.” 

Remus telephoned to her frequently 
for as long as twenty minutes, using 
such endearing terms as “little bundle 
of sweetness,” “little bundle of nerve,” 
“honey” and “sweetheart,” said Haar. 

John T. Rogers, St Louis newspaper 
man, and John B. Marshall, of Juneau, 
Alaska, er territorial official and 
special veovral attorney at St. Louis, 
recalled today for completion of their 
testimony, reasserted opinions that 
Remus was insane prior to the slay- 
ing of his wife. 

Berger’s returm to Cincinnati today 
with a request that he. be permitted 
to testify so that he could get back 
to work, wrecked the defense’s plan to 
clear the way for the appearance of 
Remus. 

Another witness, not identified, and 
George Connors, a Remus associate for 
several years, would be called, said 
Elston, and Remus himself would be

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DEMAND FOR SIMPLE 
INCOME TAX RETURN 


Mine Congress ,Reports on 
Canvass of Business Lead- 
ers, at Convention Here. 

SENATOR ODDIE OPPOSES 
_ FEDERAL MINE CONTROL 


Secretary Hoover Holds Chief 
Concern of Government Is 
Scientific Research. 


A demand by business leaders for 
the simplification of the Government 
tax return so that a person of aver- 
age intelligence may properly make out 
his income tax report was disclosed by 
@ survey conducted by the American 
Mining Congress, the results of which 
were announced yesterday before the 
convention of the congress in the May- 
flower Hotel. 

The survey on taxation concluded a 
series of five on national economic is- 
sues, conducted by means of question- 
naires. In each case 500 representa- 
tive leaders were canvassed. The lead- 
ers were divided into 10 groups of 50 
each, embracing such a wide field as 
to include bankers, Jumbermen, cloth- 
lers and jewelers, among others. 

The title of the Questionnaire on tax- 
ation was, “What Is the Matter With 
Our Federal Income Tax System?” 
Business leaders were asked how the 
income tax system might be simplified 
and made satisfactory from an admin- 
istrative standpoint. The report on the 
survey, made in an article in the Min- 
ing Congress Journal for December, 
points out that, although the revenue 
laws have yielded sufficient return to 
meet the needs of the Goyernment with 
a large annual surplus to reduce the 
national debt, the income tax law has 
created enormous administrative diffi- 
culties. 


Mine Congress Report. 


The report stated: “The Internal 
Revenue Bureau is still many years be- 
hind in its work of auditing the returns 
of individual and corporation taxpay- 
ers. The Board of Tax Appeals, which 
passes on appeals of taxpayers from the 
bureau, is nearly two years behind with 
its work, and the number of appeals is 
constantly increasing. Thus far Con- 
gress has been unable to remedy this 
situation.” ; | 

The business leaders canvassed made 
@ number of recommendations, among 
them the employment of more compe- 
tent workers in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau; the authorization of collectors 
of internal revenue in the various dis- 
tricts to make final settlement of tax 
returns so as to avoid delays in adjust- 
ing tax liability, and to save the extra 
expense of a review of the cases in 
Washington; the placing of a time limit 
within which final settlements of tax 
liability shall be made; and the aboli- 
tion of the income tax a]together, and 
the substitution of a sales, severance, 
or direct land tax. Only a few were 
content with the present situation. 

The Budget Bureau was criticized by

Approximately 3,500 commuters em- 
ployed in factories in the Detroit dis- 
trict were permitted entrance under 
the eleventh hour modification agreed 
to yesterday by the Federal Depart- 
ments of State and Labor. 

The immigration inspectors detained 
27 persons for investigation by the 
special boards of inquiry. Those de- 
nied entrance today were quota aliens 
who had failed to obtain quota immi- 
gration visas before December 1 and 
native Canadians who failed to obtain 
nonquota immigration visas,

ROBERTS ON THE VARE CASE. 


| Owen J. Roberts, leading counsel for the 
Goverument in the oil cases, has furnished to 


| the Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce an 
_ opinion as to the right of William S. Vare to

take the oath of office as United States sen- 
ator. Supperted by this opinion, the chamber 
has adopted a resolution directed to the Senate. 
asking. that. Senator-elect Vare be given the 
seat.to which he is entitled. 

Mr, Roberts, in his communication to the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce, says: 

While fully conceding the power of the 
United States Senate to expel a member of 
the Senate who is unfit to serve in that 
body, I am clearly of opinion that where 
a senator has been elected in accordance 
with the laws of the State and presents 
credentials executed by the proper of- 
ficials evidencing that fact, he is entitled 
to be seated, if he has the qualifications 
mentioned in the Constitution as to age, 
citizenship and residence. In my opinion, 
to adopt any different view would be 
wholly inconsistent with our frame cf 
government as provided in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

The report of the executive committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York which you forwarded me, 
while brief, seems to me adequately to 
outline the considerations which support 
this view, and I do not think it necessary 
in this opinion to repeat what is there — 
well said. 

On a purely constitutional and legal ques- 
tion, such as that involved in the Vare-.case, 
the opinion of Owen J. Roberts is entitled to 
the highest respect. As a lawyer he ranks as 
the peer of any in the Senate, and he is en- 
abled in this case to consider the question 
without regard to personal bias or party pas- 
sion. 

Apparently there is no constitutional lawyer 
in the United States who supports the opinion 
that the Senate has a right to deny to a State 
the appointment or election of the man of. its 
choice to be a senator, provided he possesses 
the requisite constitutional qualification. 

The forthcoming action of the Senate in the 
Smith and Vare cases may mark the turning- 
point of American history. If the Senate 
should refuse to seat Smith and Vare the 
States of Illinois and Pennsylvania will have 
been denied their right to equal representation 
in the Senate. That right is the corner stone 
of the American Union. Denial of the right 
would be so revolutionary and so destructive 
of the concord of the States that it has never 
been regarded as within the bounds of possi- 
bility. Now it is actually threatened. 


MRS. McCORMICK’S CAMPAIGN. 


The candidacy of Ruth Hanna McCormick 
for representative at large from Lllinois has 
been indorsed by both Vice, President Dawes 
and Mayor William Hale Thompson of Chicago. 
The action of the former, in giving public ex- 
pression to his support, was surprising, but not 
entirely unexpected in the light of Gen. Dawes’ 
well-known penchant for disregarding prece- 
dents. 

Mrs. McCormick has not been given to a 
course that would seem to commend her to 
either Mayor Thompson or Gov. Small, who are 
now associated in a close working alliance: She 
has, in fact, opposed the dllinois chief executive, 
end it would only have been natural for the 
Small-Thompson alliance to repay such opposi- 
tion in kind. Mayor Thompson, however, has 
promised the support of Cook County to Mrs. 
McCormick, which virtually assures to her the 
honor that she is seeking. 

It is reasonable. to suppose that Mayor 
Thompson was not guided by sentiment, but by 
the facts in the case. The campaign of Mrs. 
McCormick had made such headway that it ap- 
peared to be certain of success. Under the cir- 
cumstances it was easy and advantageous for 
Mayor Thompson to join the parade. 

The success of Mrs. McCormick is an ex- 
ample for women in politics generally. She has 
worked hard to solidify support among mem- 
bers of her own sex, but she also understands 
politics as a man’s game. When she entered it 
she did not attempt to change the rules. Her 
success is proof that women need not confine 
their activities.in politics to-the drawing rooms, 
but that there is an equal place for them under 
present conditions if they have sufficient ability 
and energy. 


FEDERAL CRIMINAL LAWS. 


Charles H. Tuttle, United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New York, has 
been agitating for months for revision of the 
Federal criminal statutes. Speaking before 
the Syracuse University law schogl several] 
nights ago he pointed out the fact that United 
States law has not kept pace with crime. New 
York State, through the Baumes commission, 
has been able to revise its procedure so that 
it can deal effectively with modern crime, but 
there has been no such revision of Federal law. 

Outstanding among the many reasons why 
the United States has not been able to deal 
effectively with the criminal of today, accord- 
ing to Mr. Tuttle, is the great publicity af- 
forded criminal cases; the delay of the law 
which permits criminals to dramatize “their 
cases in the public eye and in that way some- 
times. escape conviction; the lack of provision 
for dealing with second and subsequent of- 
fenders, and the latitude allowed to bail bond 
agents. “The Federal system takes. no cog- 


nizance of repetition in crimes as a crime in. 


itself,” he said, “and this is entirely out of 
touch with modern penology. 
rit is now possible for a parole board, consisting 


| of the superintendent of prisons and the war- 


den and physician of the prison in which a 
man is incarcerated, to parole him after he has 
served one-third of his term, without learning 
the true facts of his case from the judge who 
imposed sentence,” 

. Mr. Tuttle suggests that a Federal bias 
commission, similar to the Baumes commission 


of New York State, be appointed for the pur- | 


pose of studying the Federal criminal statutes 
and make recommendations for their revision. 
This is not the first time such an idea has been 
put fost. In the. past, 
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sooner or tater a Federal Giine ‘commilasion 
will be created. The success in dealing with 
modern crime which has followed the recom- 
mendations of the Baumes commission in New 
York proves conclusively that similar revision 
of the Federal criminal statutes would be 
beneficial. 


PLENTY OF CONTRACTORS. 


When the supervising architect of the Treas- 
ury invites proposals for the erection of Gov- 
ernment buildings in the Triangle he will have 
no difficulty in finding plenty of contractors 
ready to submit proposals. Usually an archi- 
tect is satisfied: if he receives bids from as 
many as ten competent contractors. 
therefore a great surprise to Trowbridge .& 
Livingston, the New York architects who de- 
signed the memorial to the women of the 
World War, when upon opening bids for that 
structure on Thursday they found no fewer 
than 28 firms had submitted proposals. 

The bids ranged from $530,000, which was 
the lowest, and submitted by a local firm, to 
$680,000, the price asked by a New York com- 
pany. The wide range indicates that, in spite

For more than a decade Capablanca has been 
supreme. Until his dethronement in Buenos 
Aires, he had lost only 3 games in tournament 
play since 1914. It was, in fact, thought to be 
idle for any of the other chess masters in the 
world to challenge him, and only the support 
of the Argentine enthusiasts enabled the Rus- 
sian, Alekhine, to arrange the match. 

The loss of the title reveals Capablanca as 
a, pessimist over the future of the game. He 
has announced his intention\to challenge for 
a return match, but he believes that the game 
must be changed if it is to survive. In his 
Opinion the point has been reached where ac- 
curacy of play has robbed the pastime of its 
interest. He thinks that the really good play- 
ers of the world can bring about a drawn game 
almost at will, a statement which is substan- 
tiated.to some extent by the 25 drawn games 
which took place before Alekhine could win 
the required six. 

Chess lovers, less profound in skill, will be 
inclined to differ with Capablanca. The game, 
of fabulous origin, has been an intellectual 
favorite throughout.the ages. It still chal- 
lenges the most expert players. If the possibil- 
ities had been exhausted, as Capablanca says, 
how does it come that he was beaten? En- 
thusiasts will be much better pleased if Capa- 
blanca would return to the lists, mentally and 
physically trained, as he admits he must be, 
and try to recapture the title which he has 
held for so long.

AIRPLANES ON HIGHWAYS. 


As part of the campaign to educate the 
public to greater use of the airplane, Harry 
Brooks, chief pilot of the Ford Motor Co., 
dropped down on the pavement of Woodward 
avenue, Detroit’s main traffic artery, in a Ford 
flivver plane recently, effecting a perfect land- 
ing. But one motorist was in the vicinity, and 
he swerved his machine sharply to the side of 
the roadway when he noticed the plane, and 
drove rapidly away. 3 

Any other motorist, in similar circum- 
stances, would behave in exactly the Same way. 
Are the hazards of driving to be thus increased. 
with the possibility that at any moment an 
airplane may swoop down out of the sky to 
effect a landing upon the highway, right in 
the path of traffic? 

A street is not a landing field. In no circum- 
stances should municipal authorities permit 
airplanes to thus utilize it. In emergency, it 
is conceivable that a pilot should have the 
right to land wherever he can do so in order 
to save life. When no emergency exists such 
landings should be prohibited. 

The attention of Pilot Brooks and all other 
aviators should be called to the section of the 
Federal airplane regulations which provides 
that ‘‘exclusive of taking off and landing, no 
aircraft shall be flown over the congested parts 
of cities, towns or settlements except at a 
height sufficient to permit of a reasonably 
safe emergency landing, which in no case shall 
be less than 1,000 feet,” and “no flight under 
1,000 feet in height shall be made over any 
open air assembly of persons, except with the 
consent of the Secretary of Commerce.”* In 
such cases where Federa] regulation does not 
apply, local authorities should insist upon sim- 
ilar, or even more drastic, restriction.

the mind, body and spirit to consume 

“Tantrums!” Gifted and ungifted 
quickly catcr onto the game that tan- 
trums pay if these exhibitions bring 
immediate returns. 

“My child is certainly gifted because 
he is so nervous, high strung and sickly 
I hear that highly intelligent children 
are puny because the brain develops at 
the expense of the body.” Such a 
mother needs to be assured that men- 
tally superior children are, as a group, 
taller, heavier and stronger than the 
average 

How are they “gifted” in ways of 
character? The tests show that gifted 
children are superior in faithfulness 
and industry when they are placed in 
classes where their full mental effort 
is required. Intelligent children will 
respond to honest punishment when 
informed for what the punishment is 
given and the reasons therefor. Such 
are strong for justice more than for 
babying. 

And, finally, “But 1 do not want my 
child to be put ahead of his age group 
because he'll get conceited when he 
gets in the bright class.”

FRIDAY again, and if in my dreams | 
find myself walking behind a fish- 
cart and calling “fish day,” I shall 

know it comes, this dream, of my in- 
terest in unusual fish dishes for our 
column Friday morning. We have for 
today a dish that appeals to me tre- 
mendously, and 1 think will interest 
our circle of homemakers—a braised 
salmon with vegetables. 

Salmon, one of the most common of 
our edible fish, is likewise one of the 
most important of the food producers 
and they have rather an interesting 
history, as we know, for when we see 
waterfalls, do we not think of the 
jumping salmon, who, struggling up- 
stream to spawn, are never to return. 

Our salmon for today must be pur- 
chased in one large piece. 1 should 
suggest from 3 to 4 pounds, not less, as 
not only our dish tonight but our din- 
ner tomorrow is to be fashioned from 
this one purchase. We have garlic on 
hand all of the time during the winter 
months, do we not, thus to be sure of 
the flavoring which we can il] afford to 
do without, for garlic when’ used in 
quantity may seem garlic, but when 
given as just a suggestion of flavor !s 
seldom to be recognized and frequently 
is the “proof of the pudding.”

Braised Salmon with Vegetables 
Boiled Potatoes Parsley Butter Sauce

Chilled Chocolate Pudding Tea 


Braised Salmon With Vegetables. 


3% or 4 pounds of salmon. 

Y% cupful of butter (or salad oil). 

Garlic. 

Pepper and salt. 

2 cupfuls minced celery. 

3 cupfuls minced onion 

Remove the skin from the ‘salmon 
and wipe the surface ard rub it with 
the freshly cut surface of a clove of 
garlic. Sprinkle it with salt, pepper 
and flour, rubbing the flour in. Heat 
the butter or oil in an iron frying pan 
and braise the salmon all over. Mix 
the celery and onion and place them in 
a buttered casserole dish and place the 
braised salmon on this bed of vege- 
Turn a cupful of boiling water 


ing particles in the pan into the water. 


Turn this over the salmon and vege- 
tables, cover and bake about an hour 
and a quarter in a moderate oven. The 
baking of this dish depends somewhat 
upon the thickness of the salmon, that 
is to say, on the shape of the cut 
piece. The flesh of the fish must leawe 
the bone before it is done. Then it 
is to be removed to a hot platter and 
the vegetables arranged around it. 
With this, or rather over it, may be 
served the following sauce: 


Sauce for Salmon with Vegetables. 


2 cupfuls of white sauce. 

1 cupful of liquid left in casserole. 

1-3 cupful of thick cream. 

3 teaspoonfuls of lemon juice. 

2 tablespoonfuls of butter. 

Worcestershire sauce. 

Pinch of' salt. 

Add the stock slowly. to the white 
sauce, keeping it of a smooth con- 
sistency. Add the cream and the sea- 
sonings and then the putter. Pour 
over the salmon or serve separately. 


Mounded Vegetable Salad. 


Our mounded vegetable salad, you 
will remember, consists of the numer- 
ous homely vegetables, well known to 


us, rather than their more aristocratic 
cousins. We should buy for this salad 
one unit %f each vegetable offered, that 
is, if three bunches of carrots are to 
be had for a quarter and three of beets 
and, shall we say, three bunches of tur- 
nips (it :s wel] t select things of equal 
prices), secure one of each kind for 
our 25-cent piece. The same may be 
said of things sold by the pound, or 
quart—peas, beans, &c. Some of “.@e 
vegetables must be cooked separately, 

e., beets, but others—carrots, peas, 
beans, and so on-——may be cooked to- 
gether. They must be drained and 
chilled and then mixed with garlic- 
flavored mayonnaise and mounded.on 
crisp ‘lettuce leaves. “Personally, 1 like’ 
red pepper’ (cayenne) in my vegetable 
salad—it gives it character and zest. 

Our chilled chocolate pudding and 
hot rolls have appeared before, so we 
shall not give them to you at the 
moment, but shal] be pleased to for- 
ward these recipes upon request to any 
of our friends who may have failed to 
save or clip them. and accordingly have 
need of them now to complete the 
menu.

it would seem that forks would work 
better. Isn't that the way the thing is

Ralph B. Fleharty, 
people’s counsel, recipient of an ad- 
Vance copy, could not be reached. 

.. No hint is given in the 176-page re- 
port of either valuation or capitaliza- 
tion to be placed on the proposed mer- 
ger corporation, nor of the percentage 
figure that is to be adopted as reason- 
able return on the valuation finally ar- 
rived at. Nor was anything’ said about 
the terms on which it will be proposed 
that security holders exchange their 
stock for shares in the new company. 


Valuation Plan Indefinite. 


~ Nothing very definite was said about 
the manner in which valuation for rate 
purposes will be arrived at, although 
the report hinted that earning power, 
rather than cost of equipment or capi- 
talization, should govern. The fcllow- 
ing language was used in the report: 

“It is obvious that, all else being 
equal, the value of a going property 
measured by its ability to earn is the 
capitalized net operating income or, in 
other words, the capitalization net 
operating income on the basis gf the 
going price for money irrespegtive of 
the investment or of the costfof pro- 
duction. Although value may be great, 
the cost of plant and the cost of oper- 
ation may be small, and, reversely, 
value may be small although the cost 
be great. 

“It is axiomatic with respect to 
merged transit companies that. the 
value of the merger company is usually 
greater than the sum of its merged 
parts, irrespective of whether such 
value is measured for the owner or for 
the public.” 

And, although reasonable return on 
valuation is to be guaranteed, the re- 
port, is silent as to what shall consti- 
tute a reasonable rate of return and 
upon what sum it shall be returned. 
Since these two factcrs constitute the 
rate base, the report is silent as to car 
fares or the basis upon which they 
“shall be fixed. Col. Eugene Abadie, 
manager of the Hansel firm, supple- 
mented the report by saying that pres- 
ent street car fares would undoubtedly 
be continred indefinitely. Basis of as- 
surance of this does not appear in the 
text of the report. 


Abadie Waits on Wilson. 


Col. Abadie said he was unable to 
say what would he the next step fol- 
lowing publication of the full text of 
the report. He said he did not want to 
make any plans for public discussion 
until he had heard from Harley P. 
Wilson, to whom he had sent a copy. 
-Wilson is a member of the board of 
directors of the North American Co. of 
New ,York, which is said to possess a 
controlling interest in the Washington

HIGHWAY ‘EXPERTS MEET 


A maximum speed of 500 miles an 
hour by air and 300 miles on land was 


night by Maurice Holland, director of 
industrial engineering for the National 
Research Council, at the annual dinner 
of the Highway Research Board, holding 
its seventh annual meeting in Wash- 
ington. 

“Speed is the characteristic of the 
age,” he said, “and research must be 
geared in harmony with this speed.” 
He declared that the world thought in 
terms of 8 miles an hour until 1895, 
and has since thought in terms of 
hundreds. While he admitted the 500- 
mile an hour level would not be a 
practical speed for transportation, he 
held it would serve to demonstrate 
“what mechanical research can do.” 
Physical and chemical research must 
solve the problem of improving 2,500,- 
000 miles of unsurfaced highway in the 
United States, Charles M. Upham, di- 
rector of the Highway Research Board, 
declared at the morning session of the 
body in the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, 

He made a plea for the closer co- 
operation of the research scientists, 
“interested only in arriving at the 
truth without consideration of its prac- 
tical uses,” and the engineers, “interest- 
ed only in results.” 

Dr. Vernon Kellogg, of the National 
Research Council, welcomed the 325 
delegates, and T. R. Agg presided. 
Frank B. Jewett, director of the re- 
search laboratories of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., spoke on 
the method of procedure in industrial 
research, and Thomas H, MacDonald, of 
the United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, addressed the afternoon session. 
Papers on causes and prevention of 
accidents were-read by A. B. Fletcher; 
on economic theories of highways, by 
T. R. Agg; on struttutal design of 
roads, by A. T. Goldbeck, and character 
and use of road materials, by H. §S 
Mattimore. General discussion followed 
each paper. The sessions will continue 
through today. 


$20,000 Assessments 
Attacked in Court 


Suit to cancel assessments totaling 
more than $20,900 levied against own- 
ers of property fronting on Bladensburg 
road, Howard road southeast, Good 
Hope road, Georgia avenue and Rhode 
Island avenue northeast was filed in 
Equity Court yesterday by Gude 
Brothers and 30 other owners. 

The assessments were levied under 
the Borland amendment, which re- 
quired the owners to pay one-half of 
the cost of paving a street or roadway 
or other thoroughfare such as could 
not be properly designated as a subur- 
ban or country road. Through Attor- 
ney Fred B. Rhodes, the owners say 
that the assessments are illegal because 
when levied their respective properties 
fronted on what vas then a country or 
suburban road.

22 YEARS REFUSED 


Husband Charges Trickery by 
Wife—Sign Language 


Used in Court. 


Twenty-two years is entirely too long 
to wait to go behind a marriage certifi- 
cate and annul a@ marriage on the 
ground of fraud and intimidation al- 
leged to have been practiced upon the 
husband, according to an opinion ren- 
dered yesterday by Justice Hoehling 
in Equity Court. In accordance with 


this opinion the court stated that the 
annulment petition filed by Winfield 
Marshall, Southern Railway 
against Mrs. Mary L. Marshall, 328 
Thirteenth street northeast, will te 
dismissed. Both Marshall and his wife 
and all the witnesses before Judge 
Hoehling used the sign language. 

In his bill Marshall declared that the 
marriage of July 24, 1905, was the re- 
sult of “trickery, fraud and intimida- 
tion” by his wife and her father, and 
that while he was aware of the intimi- 
dation and had some suspicion of the 
“fraud and trickery,” he did not come 
into full knowledge and proof of such 
things until March, 1927, when, he 
stated, Mrs. Marshall made a clean 
breast of her “perfidy.” Mrs. Marshall, 
through Attorney Madison L, Hill, de- 
nied the charges made by her husband. 

Justice Hoehling commented upon the 
fact that the Marshalls had lived to- 
gether as man and wife for 10 of-the 
22 years, and considered that if there 
had been any fraud practiced, it was 
condoned by the husband. A child was 
born to the Marshalls, but did not live 
long, according to the pleadings.

Fine Arts Group Holds Pro- 
posed Avenue Structure 
Unsuitable to Location. 


ACTION IS UNOFFICIAL 


The Commission of Fine Arts an- 
nounced yesterday.that it had disap- 
proved the plans of the Unffted Cigar 
Stores Co. for a building to be erected 
at Fourteenth street and Pennsylvania

McKinley Student, Accused 
of Insulordination, Loses 
Permanent Command. 


SUSPENSION ORDERED 
IN OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Father Pleads in Vain for 
Youth, Who Has Won High 
War Game Honors. 


Cadet Fred G. Stelzer, jr., of McKinley 
High School, who refused to resign his 
captaincy in the Second Regiment of 
Cadets on charges preferred by the mill- 
tary committee of the McKinley faculty, 
yesterday was stripped of his command 
after a hearing by the committee in 
McKinley High School. 

The action was approved immediately 
by Superintendent of Schools Frank W. 
Ballou and Frank C. Daniel, principal 
cf the school. Both administrative offi- 
cers were present at the hearing, which 
lasted more than three hours, 

Young Stelzer was aileged to have 
disobeyed orders of superior officers on 
numerous occasions. Charges for this 
offense were based on an “accumula- 
tion” of evidence, Dr. Ballou said fole- 
lowing the hearing. 

On November 17, it. was charged, he 
failed to obey at-once orders to attend 
an officers’ meeting. It was alleged 
that he delayed sending his own offl- 
cers to the meeting, and did not go 
himself until the session was nearly 
over. 

Another Charge Made. 


He was charged with assembling his 
company in a lunchroom on November 
22, so that it might be advantageously 
situated when guns were issued, and 
this: despite that A and B companies 
took alphabetical precedence over his 
own Company C in the issuance of 
guns. 

Dr. Ballou denied that Stelzer was 
asked to resign by Maj. Raymond G. 
Payne, military instructor for tha 
school, or that any “personal” grievance 
was manifest in the matter. 

“Outside of making his report to the 
McKinley military committee, Maj. 
Payne has had nothing to do with the 


architecture of private buildings abut- 
ting on Government property. The 
cigar store company, in view of this leg- 
islation, which the commission pur- 
poses again to foster at the coming 
session, had submitted its plans in a 
purely unofficial manner. 


Salary Raise Sought 
For Hospital Office 


Five thousand dollars a year is to be 
the salary of the new superintendent 
of Gallinger Hospital, instead of $3,800 
as at present, if the Board of Public 
Welfare can have its way.

Stelzer be suspended from rank, com- 
mand and all privileges of the ‘cadet 
corps and from participation in cadet 
activities of any nature, On or after 
February 1, 1928, this suspension may, 
at the discretion o* the committee, be 
lifted and Cadet Stelzer may be re- 
stored to such rank and position as 
the committee may determine. How- 
ever, such restoration is not to include 
restoration to his former command, 
Any restoration to be dependent upon 
the attitude and conduct of Cadet 
Stelzer.”
